Only Few Scattered Groups 
at Santa Barbara Pier. 


Battleships Depart Hours 
Sooner Than Expected. 
Scloon-Keepers Who Over- 
charge Are Punished. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SANTA BARBARA, April 3.—(Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] y sailor 
watched disconsolately from the pier 
the Atlantic fleet steam away from 
Santa Barbara this morning and dis- 
appear in the fog between Santa Rosa 
Island and the mainiand. He said he 
was sorry he had been left. Only a 
few scat groups were up in time 
to wave a farewell to the battleships 
as they weighed anchor and steamed 
away for Monterey, which they are 
due to reach at 7 o clock tomorrow 
morning. 

From squadron formation, in which 

the fect was anchored while at Santa 
Barbara, the battleships departed 
through the Santa Barbara Channel 
fer the north in single-column forma- 
tion. Promptly at 6 o'clock, came 
across the water the song of the 
cables, and a few minutes later the 
flagship Connecticut moved majestical- 
ly out of her berth and headed out 
toward Santa Rosa Island. 
_ One after the other the ships of the 
first squadren moved in their allotted 
space in this gigantic game of “follow 
my leader,” until the last ship of the 
first squadron, the Virginia, had 
moved past the spot where the Con- 
necticut had sat on the blue water 
like an isiand for five days. 

As the last battleship of the first 
squadron took up its place in coluian, 
the Minnesota, nagehip of the second 
squadron, swung into line at exactly 
the right distance, and Was followed 
one after the other by the eight bat- 
tleships of the second squadron, with 
the Kentucky as rear guard. 

The simple, unostentatious way in 
which these sixteen great 16,500-ton 

‘warships got under way and glided 
inte the curtain of fog which soon 
closed down off Manta Kosa isiand wae 
awe-inspiring to a degree. There was 
neo salute from the battleships, no ex-

Baron Sakatani is accredited by Jap- 
anese newspapers with a mission to 
secure another foreign loan for Japan. 
Asked regarding the reports, he said: 
“The newspapers say many things. 
My object is to travel for pleas- 
ure, as is that of the party accom- 
panying me. Some, though, may have 
come to do some business. We go to 
Seattle, thence to Chi anil New 
York, where we will remain three 
weeks; then cross to London and after 
some time there and in other European 
capitals, will go to St. Petersburg, and 
from there homeward by the Trans-Si- 
berian Railroad. 

“This is my first foreign trip, and I 
am looking forward to my visit in the 
United States with great pleasure.”

One of “Examiner” Reporters 
Committed Crime. 


But Testimony Didn’t Show 
Which One DidiIt.

SAN DIEGO, April 30.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Magistrate Thorpe at noon 
today granted the motion made by At- 


torney Appel to dismiss the action | 


against Hayden Talbot, W. G. Hues- 
tis and W. R. Beard, Los Angeles Ex- 
aminer reporters charged with bur- 
giarizing the studio of H. R. Fitch in 
this Wity on the evening of March 1¢ 
and caftying away certain photograph 
films of the battleship fleet taken by 
Fitch at Magdalena Bay. . 

In rendering his decision, Magistrate 
Thorpe said there was an absence of 
testimony to show by whom the al- 
leged crime had been committed. He 
also laid stress upon the fact that Tal- 
bot, one of the accused, had returned 


_ the alleged stolen property and offered 


to compensate the owner, and that it 
was not the evident purpose of any 
one to permanently deprive Fitch of 
the films. 

The court added that he was, nev- 
ertheless, firmly of the belief that some 
one or more of the three defendants 
had gone to the studio, and, in the ab- 
sence of the owner and without his 


.* Knowledge or consent, carried away 


the films in question, and had taken 
them by special train to Los Angeles, 
where it. was admitted the stolen films 
had been reproduced in the Examiner, 
in whose employ the three defendants 
were. Judge Thorpe said, in effect, he 
was of the opinion that the defendants 
Or some of them had come to San 
Diego for the sole purpose of obtain- 
ing photograph films of the battleship 
fleet by legitimate means, and, finding 
that they could not be obtained in thet 
way, resorted to other methods in or- 
der to carry out their purpose, and 
that Talbot had said to one or more 
of them when they went to the depot 
without the property: “I will give you 
just ten minutes to get them, or you 
nae be without a job in the morn- 
ne.” . 

In granting the motion to dismiss 
the action, Magistrate Thorpe put not 
a little emphasis on his belief in the 


guilty knowledge of Talbot of the acts,

Congress awoke to a realization of 
its mistake in part when the Presi- 
dent sent in his message ecariy this 
week. It will be fully awake to a 
knowledge of its error before’ the 
fourth of next March dawns. Con- 
gress may not pass at the present ses- 
sion the WBilis the President recom- 
mends, but ff the members believe 
that Presidential labor on behalf of 
these measures is to cease because the 
next session is both a short session 
and his last they are hugging a de- 
lusion. 

No one knows definitely whether 
Congress will pay heed to the latest 
message from the White House, It 
is certain, if anything can be, that the 
lawmakers will do as little as they 
can do to carry out the Presidential 
recommendations and yet to avoid be- 
ing called to account in their dis- 
tricts. They don't wish to do any- 
thing beyond passing a currency 
measure. Probably they will add a 
bill or two to the present programme. 

No matter what the outcome of the 
Presidential election may be, how- 
ever, Congress will come back next 
winter to be confronted by the same 
requests that it has faced almost 
weekly during the past winter. The 
President will keep up the fight in 
the hope and belief that he can pass 
it on to a man willing to carry it to 
the end.

EASY BATTLE 
Knocks Out Tommy Sullivan 
in the Fourth Round, 


Beaten Man Is no Match for 
the Feather Champ. 


Frayne Has no Trouble in 
Defeating Leaders.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 30>—-[Excleu- 
sive Dispatch.) Abe Attell had not the 
slightest difficulty defending his feath- 
erweight championship title at the 
Coliseum rink tonight.

Telegraphic advices received by the 
Los Angeles Stock Brokerage Com- 
pany yesterday contain the informa- 
tion that a strenuous and _ exciting 
meeting of the. stockholders of the 
Montgomery-Shoshone Mining Com-_ 


many was held in New York on Wed- } 


nesday to receive the report of the in- 
dependent experts appointed at a 
previous meeting two months ago. 

The report was disappointing in the 
extreme and seems to suggest that 
a wilful attempt to misiead the stock- 
holders has been made by the manage- 
ment. Some weeks ago it Was un- 
officialiy given out that the report 
would be optimistic, and, under that 
fillip, the stock, which had been sagging 
for some time, again sprang into de- 
mand. Report says that the ore-body 
has been lost at the 200-foot level and 
that the amount of ore in sight does 
not exceed $500,000. 

After the presentation of the report 
a stockholder of some prominence ex- 
pressed his views in a forcible manner 
and asserted that the whole thing 
was a huge swindle. On Monday the 
stock was quoted at 3%, with strong 
demand, but receded to % yesterday, 
With uniimited offerings and few 
takers at the low price. The whole 
Bull market slumped in sympathy, 
the neipal sufferers being Mont- 
gomery Mountain, which went from 
15 to 8 and Gold Bar. 

The latest fiasco probably marks 
the final elimination of Schwab as a 
factor in Nevada mining. It will be 
remembered that he entered the 
Tonopah field some three years ago 
in partnership with John McKane 
and secured control of Tonopah Ex- 
tension. Two years ago this security 
sold up to $14 with strong demand, 
but has been sagging for some time 
in sympathy with other issues of the 
district. Yesterday it was offered as 
low as 1.0, with light demand, and 
closed the day with offers at 1.15 and 
bids at 1.12%. 

Schwab's next Nevada venture was 
the acquisition of the Montgomery- 
Shoshone, which hes always been 
Rhyolite’s premier support, and which 
caused the rush to that point several 
years ago. In March of 1906, tre 
atock, which had been absorbed by the 
public at $20 a share, commanded a 
premium of 3%. with extensive de- 
mand. With the dissemination of un- 
favorable reports some months ago the 
quotation receded to but a tithe cof 
ita former figure. and stockholders in 
the Hast, becoming alarmed at the out- 
look, insisted upon an independent ex- 
amination. To provide funds for the

right, were given, tourist sleepers be- 
ing allowed. 

’ The bulk of this travel comes from 
the great Middle West. It consists of 
peopie of every walk in life, city men 
and farmers alike. They are substan- 
tial people, men with families, many 
of whom come to establistf homes in 
this favored iand. A very large pro- 
portion have money to invest. The 
tickets are one way. and the holders 
will remain permanently or for a long 
stay. Even when they go back within 
a year many Will do so only to settle 
up affairs in the East, preparatory to 
returning. Some will buy farms in 
this region, some will bulld city homes 
and live on incomes from early in- 
vestments, while others will engage in 
business. 

The Southern Pacific has nine train 
into the city daily from the North 
and Fast, three from Fl Paso, two 
from San Francisco via the valley and 
four via the Coast.

With the Ruling About Sul- 
ghuring Fruit. 
VENTURA, April 30.—Apricot grow-
